m e m b e r of a Soviet spy ring 
within the governm ent headed by 
the late H arry Dexter White 
Taylor has denied under oath, 
before grand juries and congres­ 
sional 
committees, 
that 
he 
was 
ev er a Communist or a spy. In r e ­ 
cent months, he has publicly d e ­ 
mande d the right to cross-examine 
Miss 
Bentley, 
who said 
she did 
not know Taylor 
personally but 
heard about him from other mem 
hers of the alleged ring which on 
crat ed 
before and during World 
W ar ll 
T a y lo r’s attorney, fo rm er Rep 
Byron Scott (D-Calif.). told report 
cps the loyalty b o a rd ’s ruling was 
“ unbelievable." 
“ They have, in effect, convicted

Taylor—without due 
process 
of law—on evidence upon 
which 
four g ra nd juries have refused to 
indict h im .” Scott said. “ They have 
accepted unsworn testimony of un 
identified 
witnesses 
against his 
sworn testimony in refutation 
Of 
course, none of these unidentified 
witnesses was 
presented against 
him at the hearing, so we had no 
opportunity to cross-examine them 
or test their credibility."
